for the various actions charged against 
the companies, has seemingly thrown 
the gauntlet clown to the companies- 
and today it is 
said to be 
assured 


that the roads will resist-the appli- 
cation of the new law by going into 
court with complaints, alleging the un- 
constitutlonaUty of' the •measiire that 
was hurried through the legislature at 
the last moment and under suspension 
of. all rules. 


The W.fsconsin Central. 


It is said that the Wisconsin Central 


will bring the action, but all the 'big 
roads will be backing the litigation 
and the. best railroad atttorneys of the 
country will be pooled to make 
the 


strongest possible "presentation of the 
case. Leading lawyers here declare 
that the decision of the railroad'rate 
commission, 
carrying 
with it 
the 


voluminous figures of tlfo exhaustive 
and' scientific investigation that .re- 
sulted in a decision 
against a two- 


cent rate, will provide the railroads 
with practically unassailable evidence 
•with which to knock out the new law. 


Has One Chance. 


The only possibility, of the new law 


coming through the fire o£ litigation 
unscathed is'the' throwing over by the 
courts of the doctrine laid .down by 
the rate commission to the ;effect that 
passenger 
traffic and 
freight traffic 


should be kept separate and distinct 
so-far as the determination of reason- 
ableness of, rates Is concerned, and 
that no reductipn of passenger rates 
should be made'-that would result in a 
loss to'the-railroads on the passen- 
ger .business to bo -made up and re- 
cuperated out of freight earnings, for 
the "failure to maintain such a doctrine 
would invite- excessive freight rates— 
more important to the peonle than pas- 
senger rates—and the railroads could 
defend their high freight rates by de- 
claring that the two-cent law for pas- 
senger fare necessitated higher freight 
rates. 


Grave Danger. 


This' is pointed to as the grave dan- 


ger that lies in the promised litiga- 
tion of the two-cent .law. Either the 
new tow will stand and a loop hole left 
for higher freight rates, or the la'w will 
fall and possibly the passenger rate 
will go back to three cents a mile, for 
lawyers are heard -to declare that.in- 
asmuch as the Turner bill, now a faw 
declaring for a maximum passenger 
ra'te of two cents a .mile,- amended the 
three cent statute, the knocking out 
of the Turner bill would revive the 
three cent statute, and the order of 


the commission' for two. cents a mile 
would go for nothing. 


Eleven Roads. 


The n-ew law applies to all roads 


whose gross receipts 
-in Wisconsin 


amount to $3,uOO or more per mile per 
annum. Eleven roads are affected, but 
tw0 of them do uo .passenger business.

Nicaraguan Minister Confers With Acting 


Secretary Of. State At Washington- 


Takes Honeful View.

Washington, D. 'C., Ju'ly 17.—Senor 


Corea, Nicaraguan minister to Wash- 
ington, had another long conference

warfare.-. The minister tak:s a.-. op: 
timistic view of -the. future, saying: 
"There will be no war; a continuance 
of- peace in Central An-.erics is air- 
tain." Coming from him, this c;;;:re:- 
sion -is regarded as important. 


San. Salvador,' July 17.—An armed 


clash, which, it is believed, will in- 
volve all Central America, probably 
will occur within 15 -days. It -is ex- 
pected, that the first battle will be 
between Salvador and Nicaragua.

Gen. Lee Christmas, the American, 


who was wounded in- the recent war 
between'. Nicaragua' and Honduras, 
has been'appointed general in com- 
mand of a Salvadorean regiment. Gen. 
•Chamorro Is expected from Guatemala 
on the next ship. Upon his arrival he 
will proclaim himself pro-visional pres- 
ident of Nicaragua.

Washington, D. C.. July 1C.—It'is 


amusing to witness the attempts to 
manufacture a sensation out of the 
suit of the government against the 
American Tobacco company and. its 
allies and subsidiaries, when the pro- 
positions advanced are so novel, so 
important and so sensational as 'to 
need no embroidery. Yellow journal- 
ism is so accustomed to manufactur- 
ing sensationalism that, it overlooks 
the real thing when it is presented. 
Calmly stated, the case of the gov- 
ernment against the tobacco 
trust 


means that the' govern.nxent has found 
the solution of the trust problem or 
it is at the end of its rope and addi- 
tional legislation must be had, proba- 
bly of a character 
to compel the 


trusts to take out federal charters. 
The i-jiporlanee 01: this case cannot 
be exaggerated. 
No question of do- 


mestic economy or administration is 
as close to the people today as the 
regulation of trusts and combinations 
and the breaking up and prevention 
of monopolies. 
Kycn tbe tariff .is 


presently 
important, 
principally 


because of the feeling that the steel, 
sugar, leather, beef and other combin- 
ations are possible because of. its 
protection. It is not generally known 
that ttte Standard Oil company is 
tree from fear of foreign competition 
because of a clause in the tariff: act. 
but such is the case. 
Therefore it! 


the administration, the President and 
his legal advisers, 'have hit upon the 
solution of the trust problem, 
the 


effect upon our -industrial situation 
w.ill bo "incalculable and that they 
will reap the full reward of acclaim 
and honors goes without saying.

It claims they 
have 'violated the la-w and .if the case 
is proven it will be up to the courts 
to-put an end to such violations. The 
natural course under our laws and 
procedure would be the issuing of in- 
junctions preventing the defendants 
•from doing an interstate business as 
long as the contracts, 'declared to be 
illegal, exist. . This would mean the 
destruction of the business as it is 
possible to operate it successful only 
because of the condition of inter-de- 
pendence existing 'between its com- 
ponent parts. The ability of the trust 
to curry out its thousands of con- 
tracts with growers, ""manufacturers, 
jobbers,- retailers, employes and oth- 
•ers, depends, on its continuing to do 
an interstate business which it could 
not under an injunction. 
As a solu- 


tion the government suggests that 
the court, if it thinks the public in- 
terest wi'll be better subserved there- 
by, shall appoint receivers lor 
the 


various 
companies. 
Tin's 
would 


throw the books, contracts anil busi- 
ness directly under the supervision of 
the courts. 
If the receivers found jt 


possible to successfully continue the 
different branches of the 
business 


without illegal contracts and in law- 
ful competition with other manufac- 
turers and dealers, well and 'good. In 
that case the concerns would be con- 
tinued in operation.

istence of the trust was found to de- 
pond on the continuance ol' illegal 
methods and unscrupulous competi- 
tion, as has been charged, the.n the 
only course'would be for tho receiv- 
ers to wind up its affairs, by dispos- 
ing of slock, assets and good-will to 
the best advantage of th'e 'stockhold- 
ers. 
A receivership seems to be the 


only possible, outcome of the success- 
ful" prosecution of this case, in any 
event, for if prevented from engag- 
ing in' interstate business by means 
of injunction, the defendants would 
bo speedily driven into- bankruptcy 
which would mean receiverships. The 
government 
merely 
suggests 
the 


shortest and most unpleasant route. 


.An analysis of the case in brief 


space is impossible as it presents 
questions 
necessitating 
precedent- 


making decisions as to what consti- 
tutes 'violations of existing la-w, 
of- 


the rights o£ foreign 
corporations, 


and 
of the treatment of offenders. 


The primary step is to. prove the de- 
fendants guilty of tho acts charged 
and -that such acts are illegal. To 
this end the government lias utilized 
the resources of its various branches 
and for several years has had a- corps 
of special agentjs and attorneys de- 
voting their .attention to this work.. 
It is unlikely the government would

The week pp'ened with 
fairly settled conditions, though there 
•was cloud.iness in the southern sec- 
lion but this mostly passed away dur- 
ing the 0tii. On Tuesday the weath-

moderate temperature, followed

ness and very beneficial showers in 
the central and 
sonlhorn 
sections. 


Tho weather bad cleared again in all 
sections by. Thursday night and tho

rain began in the western section, 
and the" rain area gradually covered

terminmg whether or not the nurser- 
ies arc free from dangerous fungus 
and insect pests. In the past this has 
been 'optional with the nurserymen, 
but. hereafter all nurseries must be 
inspected.. Parties who. are growing 
plants for. sale, other than . green- 
house plants, should make applica- 
tion at once for inspection to J. G. 
Moore. Inspector, Experiment' Station, 
Madison, "VYis. 
if the inspecting- is 


done during the regular inspection 
season tbe cost w.ill be much less 
than where done out on season. 
All 


nurserymen should give this matter 
their immediate attention.
